There Is nu question that there 
have been many — outstanding 
successes with this surgery. But 
the dominating question ts—has 
this highly dangerous operation 
become a medical “fashion? 

First Introduced to deal with 
a limited class of mental  dis- 
orders, its use has been widely 
extended, 

The operation has been per- 
formed on persons — suffering 
from high blood pressure, 
asthma, eczema and other com- 
plaints believed to have a ner- 
vous basis. It has even been 
given by some hospitala to 
“diMcult patients” to make them 
“easler to manage.” 

And the Minister of Health ts 
studying reports of hospitals 
where It is alleged the opera- 
tion has been done for expert- 
mental “guinea-pig” reasons. 


CAUTION 


RITAIN’S medical profession 

Is often accused of being “too 
conservative” in Its attitude to- 
wards new treatments, When 
America “beat the drum” _for 
the Salk lio vaccine, the Bri- 
tish Medical Research + Council 
wus ultra-cautious cod was at- 
tacked for being so, In that case 
caution was justified. 

But sometimes, as with tonslls 
and adenoids operations, certain 
types of treatment become 
fashionable, 

And many medical men now 
admit that much of the surgery 
was unnecessary, 

Same people think that too 
often the wise caution that 
Rrects new drugs is thrown 
overboard when it comes to new 
surgical techniques. 

Today the terrible question Is 
“Is the trend for the prefrontal 
leucotomy operation as a ‘cure- 
all" for so many ailments the 
most dangerous medical “fash- 
fon" of all t!me? 

What does It do to some of 
those who submit to it? 

Tt makes them unable to deal 
with fe, They cannot think or 
plan ohead, 

Their appreciation of Iife ts 
dulled. They lose both Intelll- 
gence and vocabulary, They 
take longer 10 dress, to count 


and to read, They cannot con-* 


centrate, They lose drive and 
ambition, 

They become quarrelsome, 
irrespensible and often apathetio 

One doctor is already ahead 
of the Ministry of Health in 
Britain In investigating — those 
serjous after-effects, 

Dr P, Macdonald Tow, former 
research psychiatrist in the 
NuMeld Department of Surgery 
at Oxford University, and one 
of the most eminent medical 
experts in the United Kingdom, 
wanted to know more about It. 

The cases of ten men and 26 
women who had undergone pre- 
frontal leucotomy were stualed 
by Dr Tow. 

These cases of people who 
had experienced this particular 
‘rain operation ranged from a 
young man of 20 years of age 
who was still at college to a 
69-year-old woman of private 
means, 

They included housewlves, a 
master builder, a food factory 
manageress, a private secretary, 
a writer and a housekeeper, 

Dr Tow visited cach person 
several times before and after 
thelr operations, He gave them 
intelligence tests, made them 
answer questionnaires. One year 
later he repeated the whole 


process. 
DESPAIR 


IS most vivid results came 

from asking cach of the 36 
persons to write their auto- 
jographies before the operation, 
then write them again a year 
afterwards. 3 


Before her operatlon aio 27- 
year-old intelligent housewife 
submitted a long and entertain- 
{ng and highly Interesting ac- 
count of her life. 

One year after the operation 
she wrote: “At night oll ls dull 
despair and desiitutlon. All my 
will ts overcome with dull des- 
palr, There is no force within 
me to overcome fatigue ahd 
day-deadness,” 

Before his operation, a 30- 
year-old domestic worker wrote 
‘a lucid account of his life. 
Afterwards his words rambled 
together without pimetuation 
and with little meaning.

Mr John Clifford, the 
barrister, applied for an 
adjournment of a murder 
trial this morning because 
of the death of Ris father 


in England. 

Both Mr Justice James Wicks 
and Crown Couns¢h, Mr 
Desmond Mayne on behalt of 
tho Legal Department, express- 
ed their deepest sympathy with 
Mr Clifford on his great loss, 

Mr Clifford said that he had 
to return to England immediate- 
ly and would be there for two 
weeks,
